A lthough the session lasted but an 
hour and a half, considerable buisness 
of im portance was transacted. 
Fred B. Beale and C. 
H. Morgan 
petitioned council for cement side­ 
walks and stone curb and gutters on 
both sides of Oliver street from Sev­ 
enth to N in th . 
Action outlie petition 
was deferred until the next meeting. 
A petition signed by a part of the 
property owners on both sides of Sev­ 
enth street from Main to Perkins to 
construct their owu curb and gutter 
and asking th ai the projier grade be 
given them at once, was placed iii the 
hands of the street committee w ith 
power to aet,. 
John S. Beale subm itted a plat of 
his proposed addtion to the city, con­ 
sisting of the land known as the Kouts 
and 
M offett laud, 
amt 
commonly 
known 
as 
“ the 
commons.” 
The 
land consists of three or four acres 
and lies from F ifth street north to 
Eighth. 
It lies between A rthur street 
aud the 
L. E. 
VV. 
railroad. This 
ground, although included in the city, 
has never been platted. 
Iii ease an 
addition 
there 
was 
laid off, Sixth 
street would he extended from A rthur 
street to the L. K. db VV. railroad.

Chicago, April 19.—The first shoot- 
1 r ;r, and 
the most serious assault 
s:nee the commencement of the Mont­ 
gomery Ward strike occurred 
last 
evening at VaaBuren and Sherman 
streets. 
Charles Ocker, a non-union team ­ 
ster, was leaving the Atlantic hotel 
when he was attacked by a union 
picket. 
Ocker drew a revolver and 
fired twice at his assailant, and. al­ 
though he was only a few feet from 
the man, both bullets went wild and 
one of them struck W alter Klager, a 
team ster who was unloading a wagon 
half a square away. 
Ocker was ar­ 
rested. 
Klager’s wound is not danger­ 
ous. 
Shortly after this trouble was over, 
John O'Reilly of St. Louis, who was 
walking in VanBuren street near the 
scene of the shooting, was attacked 
by union team sters and beaten into 
insensibility. 
It was believed by th! 
team sters that he had been working 
for Montgomery Ward & Co., but 
O’Reilly asserted that he had not been 
working for the firm, had no intention 
of doing so. and until he was attacked 
knew nothing about the strike.

Japs Maneuvering to 
Prevent 


Russians from Getting Into 


the Pacific. 


Singapore, April 19.—Russian agents 
have cut the cable between Foochow 
and Formosa. 


Manila, April 19.—Three war ves­ 
sels were sighted at Batangas at 4 
o’qftock this morning. 
Their nation­ 
ality is unknown. 


• Manila, April 19.—Sixteen Japanese 
cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers 
are scouting off Sampaloc Point. 


London, April 19.—The latest news 
from the far Bast shows that certainly 
a portion of the Russian second Pa­ 
cific squadron 
wa* still coaling at 
Kamranh bay Saturday morning. April 
15. 
This news was brought to Singa­ 
pore by the British steam er Suisang 
and to Hong Kong by the French 
steam er Phuyen. 
The former merely 
reports passing the Russian ships at 
ll o’clock in the morning. 
The Phuy- 
en’s officers saw twenty vessels coal­ 
ing in the hay. and it is suspected that 
the rem ainder of the fleet was inside 
the harbor. 
The 
piecemeal 
character 
of the 
news excludes the possibility of any 
accurate estim ate of the movements 
of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s squad­ 
ron, hut it would seem to show that 
the 
vice 
admiral 
has 
divided 
his 
forces, a portion of which went north­ 
ward before Saturday. W hat has hap­ 
pened since then it is impossible to 
say. and there is no clear evidence 
even that the 
Russians have been 
within the 
three-mile 
limit, 
which 
would bring them, according to inter­ 
national 
regulations, 
into 
infringe­ 
ment of French neutrality. 
The fact 
that they were visible to passing ships 
would appear to show that they were 
outside the limit. 
Japanese

greatly disturbed. 
The correspondent 
at Tokio of the Daily Telegraph says 
he has no hesitation in declaring that

The first word from President Roose­ 
velt’s hunting camp on the Charley 
Penny 
ranch, 
twenty-three 
milea 
southwest of Newcastle, reached Sec­ 
retary Loeb shortly after six o’clock 
last evening. 
He was notified over 
the telephone that Elmer Chapman, 
the courier selected to bear messages 
between the president and his secre­ 
tary’, had art ved at Newcastle during 
the afternoon and would take the 9:40 
train over the Colorado Midland for 
Glenwood Springs. Chapman was ap­ 
point oil to the post of courier because 
of the fact that he is famed for blk 
reticence. 
It was known that a mes­ 
senger 
from 
the 
president’s 
camp 
would have to run the gauntlet of a 
dozen or more correspondents who 
have 
taken 
headquarters 
at 
New­ 
castle. 
When Chapman was sighted riding 
horseback across th© bridge into th© 
village tho correspondents went out 
to meet him. 
He proved worthy of his 
post, and, in reply to questions, said 
that if information was wanted of the 
hunt the correspondents must get it 
from Mr. Loeb. 
This did not prevent the correspon­ 
dents from learning that the presi­ 
dent’s hunt had been successful, how­ 
ever, for strapped across Chapman’s 
saddle was a fresh bear skin which 
was being taken to Glenwood Springs. 
Chapman admitted that this pelt was 
the only one that had been taken, 
but he would not say the animal had 
been brought down by the president’s 
gun. 
It was taken for granted that 
this was the case, for otherwise it 
was not probable the skin would have 
been sent to Glenwood Springs. 
Representatives of newspapers at 
Newcastle had to be satisfied with the 
meager Information given by Chap­ 
man, but they at once prepared to 
accompany the courier to Mr. l^oeb’s 
headquarters where a full report was 
expected. 
It was learned here that the presi­ 
dent’s party has not yet moved its 
camp from the place where it was 
first located. 
A fresh trail was found 
and the hunters took it up before 
Chapman’s departure for Newcastle. 
Because of the *,©avy snow east of the 
camp It Is not likely that It will be 
changed for several days. 
The indi­ 
cations arc that plenty of sport will 
be found in the present surroundings. 
Secretary Loeb accompanied the cour­ 
ier to New Castle today and together 
they will ride to the hunting camp. 
He has a number of m atters to lay 
before the president, whose signa­ 
ture is needed to important docu­ 
ments. 
According to Courier Chapman, the 
president is taking the true sports­ 
man’s delight in the rough life of the 
camp. 
He is one of the first to be 
stirring in the morning and always 
the first to sit 
down to breakfast. 
The fare seems to suit him, although 
he has said several times he would 
be as well pleased if it were less pre­ 
tentious. 
The thought of starting 
horn© apparently has not entered the 
president's head.
